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EPCOT GROUNDBREAKING... 
AND WE'RE ON OUR WAY! 


Construction began this week on EPCOT Center with the official 
“land-filling” held ọn Monday, October 1. Our new $800 million 
EPCOT Center is scheduled to open on October 1, 1982, at 9:02 a.m. 
according to Card Walker, President and Chief Executive Officer of 
Walt Disney Productions. Card jokingly told the group gathered to 
witness this historic event that opening at 9:02 a.m. gave Dick 
Nunis, Executive Vice-President of Walt Disney World an extra two 
minutes to have things operating smoothly. 

EPCOT Center with its two major themed areas — Future World 
and World Showcase — will be a unique blending of technology, 
communication, and entertainment. 

Four Florida Governors, whose terms of office cover the entire life 
span of Walt Disney World from the planning and construction 
period through the first eight years of operation, took part in the 
ceremonies designed to demonstrate the vast scope of our second 
phase of development which is nearly double the size of our Magic 
Kingdom theme park. 

Former Governors Haydon Burns, Claude Kirk, and Reubin 
Askew along with current Governor Bob Graham assisted Card 
Walker with the “thumbs up” to sound the whistle to dump 40 cubic 
yards of earth in just 19 seconds signifying construction was under- 
way. 

A huge, shimmering golden globe over 178 feet high was sus- 
pended from construction cranes to illustrate the dramatic structure 
that will house Spaceship Earth, which will be EPCOT Center's 
theme show and will visually dominate the project in the same way 
Cinderella Castle acts as a landmark in the Magic Kingdom. 

One of the world's largest earth haulers, a 40-ton Terex truck from 
General Motors, was used to deliver the first load of earth as the 
dignitaries and invited guests looked on. 

General Motors is one of the major U.S. corporations which will be 
sponsoring individual themed areas in Future World.

Each area will contain pavilions 
which will be entertaining, as well as 
informative, as they carry forward 
the aims of EPCOT — the Experi- 
mental Prototype Community of To- 
morrow — in helping guests under- 
stand the alternatives, options, and 
“visions of the future.” 


In addition to General Motors par- 
ticipation in Transportation, con- 
tracts have been signed for pavilions 
to be presented by Exxon, for Energy; 
Kraft, for Land; while discussions are 
still in progress regarding concep- 
tual and contractual details for spon- 
sorship by General Electric, for Sci- 
ence and Invention; AT & T, for 
Spaceship Earth; and the Coca-Cola 
Company, for cosponsorship of The 
American Adventure. Additionally, 
WED Enterprises — our Walt Disney 
Productions subsidiary responsible 
for the development, design, and 
construction of EPCOT Center — is 
creating, in conjunction with another 
leading U.S. corporation, a major 
pavilion themed on the concept of 
Images and Imagination. “These 
Future World pavilions and another 
pavilion of The Seas will be com- 
pleted for the 1982 opening,” Card 
added. 

Other major themed areas will be 
added in later construction phases, 
including Life & Health and Space. 
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EPCOT Center will also feature the 
Future World Mall, a “Main Street" 
where concepts and technologies of 
tomorrow will be presented as a 
hands-on experience for visitors. 

Acting as host to the World Show- 
case “Community of Nations,” will be 
The American Adventure. Other 
pavilions will represent the history, 
the culture, the food, the merchan- 
dise, the tourism potential, and the 
peoples of: Mexico, Canada, Japan, 
Germany, Morocco, United King- 
dom, France, Costa Rica, Italy, and 
Africa, which will be a joint presen- 
tation of Senegal, Liberia, and the 
Ivory Coast. 

The pavilions of World Showcase 
represent a combination of govern- 
ment and private sector participa- 
tion. 

Further commenting on EPCOT 
Center, Card said, "We take this 
major step forward for Walt Disney 
Productions with great confidence. 
We have looked carefully, even min- 
utely, at not only the creative aspects 
of EPCOT Center, but also the 
economic, the business, and the 
marketing potentials. And, now 
more than ever before, we know that 
this is a right and necessary step in 
the growth of Walt Disney World 
and, we believe, in the continuing 
growth of the state of Florida as the 
most important tourist destination in 
the whole world.”
